Verdict of Military Court of 
the Czar of 
Russia 



HAS BEEN DISMISSED 



Mercy Asked Because 
Heroic Courage 
Shown. 



St. Petersburg, Feb. 20— Leiut. 
Gen. Stoessel was condemned to 
death this evening by a military 
court for the surrender of Port 
Arthur to the Japanese. 

Gen. Fock, commanded the Fourth 
East Siberian division of Port Arthur 
was ordered reprimanded for a dis- 
ciplinary offense, which was not con- 
nected with the surrender, and Gen. 
Smirnoff, acting commander of the 
fortress, and Maj. Gen. Reiss, Chief 
of Staff to Geh. Stoessel.were acquit- 
ted of the charges against them for 
lack of proof. The court recommend- 
ed that the death sentence upon 
Lieut. Stoessel be commuted to ten 
years' imprisonment in a fortress and 
that he be excluded from the ser- 
vice. * 

Gen. Voder, president of the court, 
read the sentences amid a tense si- 
lence. 

By a great effort of self-conti -! 
Gen. Stoessel maintained a rigid, 
soldier-like impassivity. Gen. Smir- 
noff also was' seemingly unmoved, 
but there was tears in the eyes of 
Gen. Reiss. 

The sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon Gen. Stoessel "for 
surrendering the fortress before all 
the means of defense had been ex- 
hausted; for failing to enforce his 
authority and for military misde- 
meano rs."

The Cureton Senate Bill 
Against Night Riders 
Endorsed. 



The Law and Order League, or- 
ganized last December, is increasing 
rapidly in membership and extend- 
ing into the county. The members 
have outgrown the hall the League 
has been using and other provisions 
will have to be made for future 
meetings. The constitution and oath 
appear below: 
First— Name.— This organization 
all be called the Law and Order 
?ague of Hopkinsville and Christian 
unty. 

Second — Purpose. — Its purpose 
shall be to secure and preserve or- 
der by the enforcement of laws al- 
ready in existence; by the formula- 
tion and enactment of such laws as 
may seem necessary from time to 
time, through the ordinary methods 
of securing leeislation; by the en- 
ouraging of such officials as are 
ealous in the enforcement of laws; 
by the removal of such officials as 
are dishonest or inefficient, through 
the proper methods of such proce- 
dure; and by endeavoring to secure 
the election of proper officials re- 
gardless of party affiliation. 

Third— Membership. — Any male 
citizen of Hopkinsville and Christian 
county shal) be eligible to member- 
hip; provided that such (K-rsons be 
elected in the way hereinafter pro- 
vided, and sign the oath "f niember- 

kourth— Officers. -The officers of 
he league shall be. a president, vice 
• resident, secretary and treasurer, 
rhb shall be elected annually, and 
vho shall perform the duties usual- 
ly attaching to such offices. 

Fifth - - Executive Committee. — 
The officers, with three others, to be 
elected annually. Bhall constitute the 
executive committee, who shall be 
empowered to transact any business 
that may be necessary from time to 
time, provided, that all such business 
be within the limits for which the 
league iB formed. They shall meet 
at the call of the chairman.

"These Sambos are nominally under 
the NIcaraguan government, it is true, 
but they pay direct allegiance to a 
king, a monarch of their own tribe. 
His authority extends over many vil- 
lages and settlements, embracing a 
coast line of 150 miles, and he is by 
no means a figurehead, for in periodi- 
cal revolutions he often holds the bal- 
ance of power and dictates terms to 
the contending leaders. The Mosquito 
coast is the most backward, commer- 
cially and Industrially, of all the re- 
gions bordering on the Caribbean, and 
for this the Sambo king is directly re- 
sponsible. He is shrewd enough to 
know that wherever the white man 
gets a footing the native soon van- 
ishes, and therefore has he refused 
the granting of concessions for the 
exploitation of the valuable forests of 
his kingdom, nor will he allow his 
subjects to sell their lands. Thus this 
wily Indian ruler, who can't write his 
name, has managed to hold his terri- 
tory in its primal state against the 
avaricious schemes of the white man. 
His people obey him unquestionably 
and the general government Is con- 
tent to let him alone."

Feb. 18— The 
Hweeping cut in wages predicted to 
follow in the wake of the reduction 
of salaries of high paid officials and 
officers of the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad first became noticeable yes- 
terday with the semi-official 
nouncement of a slice from the 
wages of all the shopmen now in the 
employ of the company. It is 
derstood that the full confirmation 
will come from B. M. Starks, genei 
al manager, today. The reductions 
follow a graded scale, and vary fr< 
6 per cent, for the poorest paid 
workmen to 10 per cent, for the 
best. The men will be paid off to- 
day, and at that time receive notice 
of the cut, it is said. 

Information from authoritative 
sources has it that reduction an- 
nouncements can be looked for every 
day for the remainder of the month, 
because, beginning this month, a 
different branch of the company's 
employes will receive their monthly 
pay and notice of the cut day by day. 
The paying of the employes begins 
on the 15th of each month and lasts 
through to the 28th. Those v 
contracts will not be affected by the 
cut until their present wage agree- 
ment expires. 

The cuts will be, for those making 
from $1.30 to $1.65 a day. 10 cents; 
$1.70 to $1.90 a day. 15 cents, $1.95 
to $2.25 a day. 20 cents; $2.30 to 
$2.65 a day, 25 cents; $2.70 to $3.00 
a day. 30 cents. 

The chief clerk at the Howell 
shops, said yesterday that no notice 
of any kind of a cut in wages had 
been received there and that none is 
expected.— Evansville Courier.

This is an incontrovertible 
fact. The rich people of that period 
did not need the schools, and they 
do not need them today. They can 
educate their children where they 
wish. 

We have no desire to array the 
army of poor men against the few 
rich in Hopkinsville. We want to 
see the children of the laboring man 
have more of the advantages to be 
enjoyed by the children of the rich 
and well to do. That there are not 
many wealthy men in Hopkinsville, 
true. We are glad to say that 
they are broad-minded, generous 
people, and would not put a barrier 
in the way of the advancement of 
the children of their poorer broth- 
ers. Then it seems to us that it is up 
to the laboring man to do something 
towards the establishment of a pub- 
lic library for the benefit of the pres- 
ent, and not so much for the coming 
generation. 

Laboring man. run over the list of 
wealthy people in the city and see 
how many of them inherited their 
Very, very few. They la- 
bored and planned just as you are 
doing. Therefore don't expect them 
to do everything.

Women's Club Federation In 
Publicity Campaign. 



(COMMUNICATED) 
Three years ago, when the Educa- 
tion Committee of the Federation of 
Women's Clubs started on its very 
vigorous investigation of education- 
al conditions in Kentucky, it opened 
up to the Federation two opposing 
courses. One was to smooth and pat 
the already over-developed ; <>lf-com- 
placency of Kentuckians. The oth- 
er was to take the conditions as they 
were found and use them as a goad 
to whip a sleeping people into action. 
The Federation Board never hesitat- 
ed. It chose the latter course, and 
has diligently pursued it ever since, 
and in a very definite way. It has 
been pursued at the cost of occasion- 
ally being criticised for disloyalty to 
their State and of being accused a 
few times by a few of the undiscern- 
ing of using facts and figures that 
were inaccurate, if not wholly unre- 
liable. These undiscerning few no 
doubt can be convinced in time, and 
meanwhile the good work goes on, 
aided and abetted by all real lovers 
of Kentucky whose sense of loyalty 
and pride in their State and^mbi- 
tion for it is not hampered by blind- 
ness to its faults. 

Definite Plan Decided On. 
Last August, at a meeting of the 
education committee of the federa- 
tion, it was decided to adopt for the 
year two lines of educational cam- 
paign work. One was the organiz- 
ing of county school improvement 
leagues throughout the State; the 
other was systematic, regular and 
continuous press work. By concen- 
trating their efforts along these two 
lines a great deal has been accom- 
plished. Improvement leagues have 
been formed in many counties, and 
175 newspapers in the small towns 
have been supplied with weekly ar- 
ticles bearing on all sides of our ed- 
ucational problems. This press work 
has been done gratuitously by the 
club women and others interested, 
but the typewriting and stamps alone 
has cost the federation over $25 a 
month. | 

In pursuing these lines of work 
the federation has not only become 
more and more impressed with th»ir 
bilities, but with the possibili- 
ties of other lines of procedure. New 
fields have opened up; new opportu- 
ties have presented themselves, and 
new ways and means have been de- 
vised for accomplishing some of the 
things that will help to make Ken- 
tucky assume a place of pre-em- 
inence. 

Two Weeks of Publicity. 
Right at present the federation is 
busy with plans for elaborating and 
enlarging their educational cam- 
paign work. Part of the prelimina- 
ries, leading up to the launching of 
their plans, includes a two weeks' 
press campaign, and so, beginning 
with this issue, the Courier- Journal, 
as well as all the other Louisville pa- 
pers and most of the leading papers 
in the State, will publish every day 
for two weeks short articles from 
special press committees bearing up- 
on the various phases of our educa- 
tional conditions and problems. 

It is to be desired that no man, 
woman or child in the State shall 
have an excuse for not knowing 
tucky's educational conditions, 
and just how they compare with the 
conditions of other States, what 
lines of action must be pursued in 
order to better our conditions, what 
better conditions would mean to us 
socially, industrially and commer- 
cially, what duties we have as citi- 
zens, what plans we have for better 
things. These articles we hope will 
interest you. We want you to look 
them up and read them and pass 
them on to some one else.and, above 
•y thing else, to keep in mind 
that the subject matter of the thing 
you are reading has the backing of 
authority, and that excitement or 
imagination plays no part in it.

ED BOYD DEAD. 



Suicide ot a Young Man Well 
Known Here. 



Ed L. Boyd, formerly of this city, 
died Wednesday from the shot fired 
into his brain at Central City several 
days ago. His wife is in a critical 
condition. Last Thursday night Mr. 
Boyd was prostrated by over exer- 
tion, following an operation 
for appendicitis. Her husband, 
a coal miner. 28 years of age. suc- 
ceeded after a long struggle with 
his wife in securing a pistol and in- 
flicting a mortal wound on himself. 
Several months ago Boyd was injur- 
ed in an accident in a local mine. 
He was horribly burned and since 
he was able to leave his bed has been 
in a nervous condition. His wife 
was recently operated on for appen- 
dicitis and her condition is thought 
to have preyed upon his mind in con- 
nection with his own injuries until 
he became unbalanced. 

Thursday afternoon he took a pis- 
tol from a trunk, saying that he in- 
tended to kill himself. His wife im- 
mediately left her sick bed to get 
the pistol. She threw it into the 
trunk, turned the leck, and, wrap- 
ping the key in a handkerchief, 
placed the bundle in the bosom of 
her dress. Hi .yd struggled with his 
wife until he overpowered her, and 
securing the key took out the pistol. 
One shot rired by him, resulting in a 
mortal wound in his brain. ■ 

Mrs. Boyd had swooned and fallen 
on the floor when neighbor* rushed 
in. 

Mr. Boyd, strange to say, lingered 
for nearly a week. The body was 
brought here and interred yesterday 
in Riverside Cemetery. He was a 
son of Ben C. Boyd, formerly of this 
city. He was married a few years 
ago to Miss Nannie Morris, of this 
place.

But Author Is Here and Still 
Engaged In Literary 
Work. 



We produce an original poem to- 
day that was written for an observ- 
ance of Washington's birthday in 
1861. At that time the veteran 
newspaper man, S. C. Mercer, was 
editor of the "Hopkinsville Mercu- 
ry" and the "Dollar Weekly South- 
erner." 

The latter was a strictly literary 
paper, not a line of advertising be- 
ing allowed a place in its columns. 
Nothing but original matter was 
published and the contributors were 
either Southerners or Southern born. 
The paper had an extensive circula- 
tion, principally in the South, of 
course. But the civil war broke out 
and both publications ceased shortly 
after. 

The celebration referred to was a 
local event. The exercises were held 
in the Christian church. South Ken- 
tucky College was then in charge of 
Elder Enos Campbell. It was a 
school for young ladies. Miss Nannie 
Long, afterward Mrs. V. W. Crabb, 
and the leading soprano of the 
city in those days, was entrusted 
with the musical production of Mr. 
Mercer's poem. It was sung to tbi 
tune of "MyCountry, 'Tis of Thee." 

Each young lady represented one 
of the States of the Union, and ap- 
propriately robed as they appeared 
on the platform, they presented an 
inspiring picture. The author of 
the poem attended the rehearsals and 
offered suggestions and witnessed 
the production of his poem with a 
great deal of pleasure. He and Mr. 
John S. Bryan, who read the Decla- 
ration of Independence, with fre- 
quent comments, are the only par- 
ticipants living to-day. It is said 
that fifty of Mrs. Crabb's relatives 
scattered over the country. 
Co'. Geo. Poindexter, prominent in 
local affairs, and a member of the 
State Legislature, presided on the 
occasion, which is still remembered 
by many of our older citizens.
